Horse Factories 


When Geerge Forbes, of the Veterinary 
Bloedstock Agency, got back to England 
after a recent visit in Russia, his report 
on the state of racing and breeding under 
Soviet authority was, in several places. 
stranger than friction. The following para- 
graphs are abstracted from a story in the 
Sporting Life. 

Forbes reported a high standard of vet- 
erinary science and that every race course 
has an equine hospital with well equipped 
operating room and X-ray facilities cap- 
able of penetrating the thorax. Each course 
had a staff of 7 veterinarians. 

Racing is centralized at Moscow. where 
about 800 horses are in training, allocated 
to trainers with 40 to 50 each. The state 
provides the purses, which are divided 
among the winning trainer, his jockey. 
and his staff. Betting is done through a 
totalizator. Most of the tracks are mile 
ovals. either dirt or grass. Racing during 
the week is at night. On Sundays there is 
a 20-race program extending from 1 p. m. 
to 9 p. m. 

Breeding is on an extensive and “highly 
scientific” scale. Small studs, called horse 
farms. have about 300 mares and _ their 
foals: the large ones, termed horse fac- 
tories. may have as many as 3,000 mares. 
The mares and foals are kept on the range. 
not in paddocks. “One paddock(?) visited 
contained two hundred and fifty mares and 
foals. and extended for miles, the herd 
being attended by mounted herdsmen day 
and night.” 

Artificial insemination is practiced, “and 
the high standards of veterinary attention 
has resulted in a 96 per cent covering 
fertility by the stallions.” 

Editor’s note. And the Kremlin is 3 
times as tall as the Empire State Build- 
ing. 


Longden's New Record 


On Saturday, September 1, Johnny Long- 
den was only 2 winning rides away from 
Sir Gordon Richards’ record 4,870, and 
there didn’t seem to be anything which 
could keep the little millionaire from 
becoming the world’s leading jockey in 
point of number of victories in a lifetime. 
On Monday at Del Mar he went over the 
mark with 3 winners. 

Johnny Longden had made it look easy 
this time. We remember that back in 
1948 it took Longden 2 suspenseful days 
to find the 2 winners which then raised 
his mark to 3,000. Johnny got No. 2.998 
in the fourth race on Wednesday, April 
21, at Bay Meadows. The rest of that day 
and all of Thursday camermen and Very 
Important People haunted the winner’s

circle. waiting for Johnny to hit the 
magic 3.000. On Thursday afternoon he 
got No. 2.999. On Friday the dignitaries 
were back at their old stand. Johnny ran 
fourth in the first race. sat out the second. 
went unplaced in the third. In the fourth 
race he scored. and the demonstration, 
which may have seemed bigger for all the 
waiting. really was quite a show. 
Johnny Longden is 46 years old now, 
and before this year began he had ridden 


_ in 24,184 races at recognized tracks. Going 


into 1956 he had 4.646 victories, 3.757 
seconds, 3.264 thirds, and had won $14.- 
934.857 in purse money. With interests 
in Thoroughbred breeding stock. land, oil 
wells, and pipe lines, it has been estimated 
that Mr. Longden is worth in the neigh- 
berhood of $3.000.000. 

How much longer Johnny will be able 
to ride is problematical. His British 
counterpart rode until he was 50, quitting 
in 1954 only after a series of accidents 
made it quite clear that his co-ordination 
and responses weren't what they once 
were. 

Johnny’s co-ordination today may not be 
what it was when he started riding on the 
major circuit in 1927, but it was good 
enough in one instance at Hollywood Park 
this summer to treat the spectators to a 
thrilling bit of horsemanship. Driving 
hard through the stretch, the Longden 
horse was bumped hard by a competitor, 
and the blow knocked Johnny clear out 
of his seat. He landed on the rail with 
one foot, vaulted back into the saddle, and 
finished out the race in characteristic 
Longden fashion. 


The Missing Letter 


Saratoga, dry most of the summer. got 
a heavy rain on the week-end preceding 
the racing of Monday. August 13. The 
changed condition of the track caused 
several trainers to ask the permission of 
the stewards to scratch their horses. 
Steward Francis Patrick Dunne was report- 
ed to have come out of his office waving 
one of the written petitions and demanding 
a personal examination of the case. A 
trainer claiming that his horse had “rapped 
himself” had left out one of the p’s.

ILLINOIS 


The Redeemer 


With Swaps as the principal drawing 
card Washington Park drew 40,073 patrons 
on Labor Day, the largest crowd at the 
South Side track since 1946. Rex C. Ells- 
worth’s colt rose to the occasion by break- 
ing another track record, thereby redeem- 
ing himself for his poor performance in the 
Arch Ward Memorial Handicap 9 days 
before. 

Only 5 horses opposed Swaps in the 
Washington Park Handicap, and each 
received a hefty concession from the favor- 
ite, which carried the usual 130 pounds. 
Summer Tan was second highweight at 
115 pounds, followed by Sir Tribal at 114, 
and Sea O Erin, Hasseyampa, and Dogoon, 
each at 112. Dogoon had been assigned 
108 pounds and Hasseyampa 107, but the 
jockeys for the 2 horses could not make the 
weight. 

Summer Tan set the pace, as he had in 
his previous Chicago appearance this year, 
the 1,;-mile Arlington Handicap, in which 
he was headed by Mister Gus in the last 
sixteenth. He kept a 2-length lead over 
Swaps for a half-mile, covering the distance 
in :444%4. On the far turn Willie Shoe- 
maker nudged the California champion. 
and the gap between the leaders quickly 
closed. 

Swaps took the lead on the turn, and 
he passed the quarter-pole one-half length 
in front. Time for the 6 furlongs was 
1:0745,. 2 second faster than the track 
record. 

In the next furlong Swaps cinched his 
victory. opening a 3-length margin before 
reaching the eighth-pole. Summer Tan 
continued on gamely, but there was no 
doubt about the result. The winning 
margin was 2 lengths, and the time was 
1:33. clipping two-fifths of a second 
from the record set by Bernwood in the 
1951 Sheridan Handicap. 

Washington Park, which had protected 
itself by refusing show betting in the 
Arch Ward, with an 8-horse field, took the 
same precautions for the Washington Park 
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Handicap, which had a 6-horse field. The 
winner paid $2.80 and $2.40, and Summer 
Tan paid $3.00. 


There was some disagreement over the 
manner in which Swaps scored his victory. 
The Daily Racing Form chartmaker said 
he won “easily... . and was fairly well in 
hand all through the last 70 yards.” 

Oscar Otis, the Triangle columnist. said 
“We have seen him humble the likes of 
Summer Tan and Sea O Erin in much 
easier style. Still and all, it would have 
been foolish to have really extended him 
in the Washington Mile when he did not 
have to run his really top race to win, 
because this race will just serve as a much 
needed tightener for his next outing in the 
United Nations at Atlantic City. We know 
this horse, and while his Washington Mile 
was a smasheroo, as the saying goes, we 
also know he can improve upon the effort 
—if he has to.” 

Shoemaker didn’t think the race had 
been difficult, but he didn’t think it had 
been particularly easy, either. He said, 
“T wasn’t worried about the outcome. I 
had an armful of horse going up the back- 
stretch, and he moved with his usual speed 
at the turn when I asked for it. We were- 
n’t taking any chance in the stretch. 
though, and I had him definitely doing his 
best in the end.” 

Despite the booming final day, Washing- 
ton Park showed a small decline in both 
betting and attendance from 1955. Last 
year the track drew 479,155 patrons, who 
bet $37,550,438. This year the figures were 
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472,432 and $37,350,581. The decline in 
attendance was 1.4 per cent, while the 
drop in betting was .6 per cent. Both 
meetings covered 31 days. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


Question of Law 


As a result of its meeting last week with 
Gov. William C. Marland and 2 members 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association, the West Virginia State 
Racing Commission asked Atty. Gen. John 
J. Fox to decide whether the commission’s 
rule requiring that tracks pay in purses 
no less than 4 per cent of the mutuel 
handle is in violation of a new state law. 


The complaint that Charles Town race 
track had paid less than that required by 
the commission was made by John A. 
Manfuso, chairman of the HBPA’s national 
purse committee, and Charles Gordon, 
president of the HBPA’s Maryland and 
West Virginia division (The Blood-Horse 
of September 1, page 623). 


The commission pointed out that an act 
of the 1956 legislature had made it unlaw- 
ful for the racing board to interfere in 
internal affairs of the state’s race tracks. 
Whether its rule on purses constituted 
interference was left up to the attorney 
general. 


NEW JERSEY 


Needles to Rest 


Trainer Hugh Fontaine this week 
decided that Needles had had enough of 
racing for the year and that he should be 
taken out of training until late December. 

Fontaine told newsmen, “I plan to keep 
Needles with the stable through the 
Garden State meeting, and then take him 
to the Heath farm in Ocala. ... I'll pick 
him up for serious training in late Decem- 
ber, and his first race will be the Widener 
at Hialeah. He'll also point for the Gulf- 
stream Park Handicap. 

The trainer said that owners Jack Dudley 
and Bonnie Heath had agreed to the plan. 

“Needles is in the best of health, as you 
can see, and anyone who doubts it is in- 
vited to the barn to look for himself. But 
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Needles, leading money-winning 3-year-old this year, last week was retired for 


the season. He will be rested until the 1957 Hialeah Park meeting, where he will 
be pointed for the Widener Handicap. Needles is shown here with Jack Dudley, 
who owns him in partnership with Bonnie Heath. The jockey is Dave Erb. 


he has had a hard campaign, he’s tired, 
and I believe it best that he be rested until 
the Florida season.” Fontaine said. 

In Needles’ last race, the $100,000-added 
American Derby. he was fifth to Swoon’s 
Son. He previously had won the Flamingo 
Stakes. Florida Derby, Kentucky Derby, 
and Belmont Stakes. He was second to 
Fabius in the Preakness.

LOUISIANA 
Two Up, One Down 


The Louisiana State Racing Commission 
last week denied running dates for 
Magnolia Park. and counsel for the trot- 
ting track immediately obtained a court 
order requiring the commission to explain 
its refusal. 

Said Magnolia treasurer Leo S. Guen- 
ther: “We have submitted our case to the 
court, and we feel confident that the 
ultimate decision will prove that the action 
of the Louisiana State Racing Commission 
was illegal, unwarranted, and arbitrary, 
and in violation of every right of Magnolia 
Park to operate its track.” 

In mid-August Magnolia asked for per- 
mission to build a new track and to 
switch from harness racing to running 
racing. Magnolia suggested a split, 83-* 
day meeting. from September 21 to Novem- 
ber 17 and March 19 to May 11. 

In the same order in which it denied 
Magnolia’s plea, the racing commission 
granted dates to a new track being 
proposed by the Kenner Racing Associa- 
tion. Kenner was to begin a season of 


night racing in the New Orleans area 
on March 19, 1957. 


It was being speculated in Louisiana 
that the Kenner people would attempt to 
take over the old Magnolia track. but 
each side denied that a formal offer had 
been made. 


The Governor's Bite 


The Louisiana House of Representatives 
on September 4 passed a bill increasing 
the pari-mutuel take-out from 13 to 15 
per cent. The measure now goes to the 
Senate, where. according to observers. it 
probably will encounter little opposition, 

Gov. Earl K. Long had been after an 
increase since early June, when he caused 
to be introduced in the legislature a bill 
hiking the take-out to 17 per cent. The 
Fair Grounds management and friends of 
racing fought the governor tooth and nail, 
and track president John S._ Letellier 
promised that, if the legislature acceded 
to Long’s demands, the racing associa- 
tion would be forced to close its gates. 


Governor Long compromised, and on 
June 19 the House was presented with an 
amendment calling for an additional 2% 
per cent. The bill failed to carry by 4 
votes (The Blood-Horse of June 23. page 
1330). 
The next day. with the governor occupy- , 
ing a front-row seat, his political buddies h 
tried again. On the first roll call the bill 
failed by 3 votes. and Long leaped to his 
feet. protesting that he had been a victim 
of shenanigans. Another roll call saw the 
bill failing by one vote. 

Thoroughly piqued by the fight the Fair 
Grounds had put up, the governor on 
June 21 announced that a syndicate of 
Detroit men was dickering to buy Magnolia 
Park. and he indicated that such a move 
would have his blessing. The syndicate 
planned to operate Magnolia as a running 
track by day and a dog track by night. 

On June 26 even this harassment failed. 


The state attorney general’s office ruled 
that the nightime entertainment would be 
illegal under a 1928 statute which pro- 
hibited dog racing between 6 p. m. and 6 
a.m. 

The Fair Grounds’ respite was _ short 
lived. A new syndicate, headed by West 
Virginia’s James Edwards, last month ask- 
ed for racing dates in the name of the 
Kenner Racing Association, and the man- 
agement of old Magnolia Park asked that 
the Louisiana State Racing Commission 
approve its plan to change from harness 
to running races. There were those who 
saw in the 2 petitions a move by Governor 
Long to use them as a wedge to force a 
pari-mutuel increase for the Fair Grounds: 
if the Fair Grounds would agree to an in- 
crease in the pari-mutuel take-out, the 


governor would use his influence to dis | 
courage Magnolia Park and the Kenner 
Association. 

Last week the racing commission ap-

proved spring dates for the Kenner Racing 
Association, which does not have a race 
track. and denied dates to Magnolia Park, 
which does have a track (see above). It 
was clear that the action in Louisiana 
wasn’t over yet.

Perfect Gem's Day 


A suckling colt by *Nahar—Perfect 
Gem was judged the best foal shown in 
the Maryland State Fair Thoroughbred 
show. held at Timonium on August 30. 
The colt, consigned by Binna Farm of 
Snowden Carter, is from the first crop 
of *Nahar, which is owned by a syndicate 
and stands at Crown Crest Farm, Lexing- 
ton. 

Perfect Gem, a 5-year-old sister to Dark 
Star. by *Royal Gem II—Isolde. and 
also entered by Binna Farm. was judged 
the best broodmare of the show, and 
Laelia’s yearling colt by *Hunter’s Moon 
IV. entered by Janon Fisher Jr., was 
named the best yearling. 


Stallion Register Supplement 


The deadline for entering stallions in 
the 1956 supplement of the Blood-Horse 
Stallion Register and Mating Book is 
September 15. The supplement will be 
distributed late in the year. in time for 
use by breeders in planning 1957 mat- 
ings. 

Owners of approximately 80 stallions 
already have placed orders to enter new 
stallions or to revise information on horses 
already in the book. When the new 
supplement is issued the Register will 
include considerably more than 300 of the 
more prominent stallions in North 
America.

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RACING ABROAD 


EUROPE 


Deauville and York 


Paris. The Deauville meeting extend- 
ing from the 4th to the 30th of August 
had frequent rainy weather. but the going 
was sticky only on the day of the Grand 
Prix. In the yearling sales. attended by 
a number of British and American turf- 
men. 102 colts and 51 fillies sold for the 
good average of 1.100.000 francs (about 
$3.143). 

Deauville’s big 2-year-old race. the 6- 
furlong Prix Morny. with 7.000.000 frances 
($20.000) to the winner. drew a field of 
14, including one invader from England. 
the Chesham Stakes winner Dentivate. The 
only intended starter to miss the race was 
Francois Dupre’s Mystic (Relic—Tosca. 
by Tourbillon); this colt. after winning 
his first 2 starts, had been second to 
L’Astrologue in the Prix du Bois and 
second, after a very bad start. to the filly 
Jini in the Grand Critreium d’Ostende in 
Belgium, and on August 7 had triumphed 
with great ease in the 5-furlong Prix des 
Reves d'Or at Vichy. Starting favorite 
was the Prix Robert Papin winner 
L’Astrologue (Court Martial—Aurore Bo- 
reale. by Brantome). 

The race was not entirely satisfactory; 
Ambar lost many lengths at the start, 
and several others suffered interference. 
L’Astrologue took the lead from Dentivate 
in the last furlong. but both of them 
failed to stay to the end. Jean Stern’s 
Monsieur Pickwick (Free Man—Made- 
moiselle Petitpas. by Blue Skies) gained 
the lead 100 yards out and won by a 
head. Second and third were Le Haar 
and the Prix Yacowlef winner Mourne, 
both sons of the Grand Prix de Paris 
winner Vieux Manoir. 

The winner, an outsider at 29 to 2. had 
won his first 2 races, then had finished 
sixth in the Prix Robert Papin, in which 
his jockey lost an iron. 


Milers and Stayers 


The 1.600-meter Prix Jacques le Marois 
drew a high-class field of 3-year-olds and 
upward and established the Aga Khan’s 
Buisson Ardent (Relic—Rose O’Lynn. by 
Pherozshah) as France’s best miler. The 
French Derby winner Philius led to the 
last furlong and fell back. leaving the 
Coronation Stakes winner Midget in com- 
mand, but the filly was caught and beaten 
back to third place. Buisson Ardent won 
by a half-length from Cigalon (Sayani— 
Infante, by Monarch), which short-headed 
Midget for second. 

Two other races attracted smail fields 
of geod milers. The 4-year-old Klairon 
(Clarion—Kalmia, by *Kantar) won im- 
pressively in his only start of the meet- 


ing. and Pierre Wertheimer’s 3-year-old 
filly Djanet (Djebe—Anath, by Massine) 
scored brilliantly in the 7-furlong Prix 
Maurice de Gheest and the one-mile Prix 
d’Astarte. Djanet’s stablemate Midget, 
after her third place in the Jacques le 
Marois. was odds-on for the 144-mile Prix 
du Casino. but was narrowly beaten by 
another granddaughter of Djebel, Baron 
de Waldner’s Clairvoie (Clarion—Vatel- 
lino, by Vatellor), which had a 6-pound 
advantage and was lucky to hold her short- 
head margin to the finish. 


The 17%-mile Prix Kergorlay went to 
the favorite, Baron Guy de Rothschild’s 
3-vear-old Pont Levis (Brantome or 
Cranach—Fascine II, by Fastnet), which 
led all the way for an easy victory. Two 
other 3-year-olds were second and _ third, 
Harold, by Royal Drake, and the Prix 
Berteux winner Tartar, by Deux pour Cent. 

R. B. Strassburger’s Epsom Derby 
second. Montaval (*Norseman—Ballynash, 
by *Nasrullah), was so impressive in his 
6-length victory in the 114-mile Prix 
Gontaut Biron early in the meeting that 
he was favorite for the 15<-mile Grand 
Prix de Deauville on August 28. He look- 
ed like a winner in the straight, but the 
Aga Khan’s 4-year-old Tall Chief (Tehran 
—La Li, by *Blenheim II), beautifully 
ridden by Charlie Smirke, came up from 
the rear and beat him by a short neck. 
The 3-year-olds Claudion III and Jithaka 
were third and fourth. 

Montaval’s defeat induced his connec- 
tions to scratch him from the St. Leger 
and put their confidence in Cambremer 
(Chamossaire—Tomorrow, by *Easton), 
which on August 12 won the 134-mile 
Grand Prix de la Ville de Vichy by a 
short head from the moderate Cernobbio. 


3-Year-Olds at York 


England’s only important racing in late 
August was at the York meeting of August 
21-23, which drew high-class competition 
in the 2- and 3-year-old divisions. The 
principal test for 3-year-old colts was the 
114-mile Voltigeur Sweepstakes. Favorite 
for this was the French-bred Athenien II, 
which had beaten Hugh Lupus in Good- 
weed’s one-mile Chesterfield Cup Handi- 
cap and had lost only one of his 7 races 
this year. He finished third of the 4 
starters. Lord Astor’s Hornbeam (Hyper- 
ion—Thicket, by *Nasrullah), receiving 
4 pounds from the others, won by 6 lengths 
from Joseph McGrath’s Chester Vase win- 
ner Articulate (*Arctic Prince—Debate, 
by Hyperion). 

John Jacob Astor’s Indian Twilight 
(Prince Chevalier—Indian Night, by 
Umidwar) won the 114-mile Yorkshire 
Oaks by 11% lengths from the Queen Anne 
Stakes winner Kandy Sauce (Hard Sauce 
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—Iskandaria, by Le Gosse), with the One 
Thousand Guineas winner Honeylight in 
third place. 

Another 114-mile test for 3-year-old 
fillies. the Galtres Stakes, fell to Mrs. M. 
E. Lunn’s Irish-trained Italian Mist 
(Precipitation—Lugano, by Nearco), 
which drew away in the last quarter to 
win by 10 lengths. 


Eudaemon, Pharsalia, Ennis 


The New Stakes winner Skindles Hotel 
(Maharaj Kumar—Lady Almoner, by Con- 
certo) was odds-on for the historic Gim- 
crack Stakes, but in the last 150 yeards of 
the 6-furlong test he was bested by Mrs. 
E. Foster’s Eudaemon (Pardal—Queen 
Electra, by Big Game), which beat him a 
length and a half. The Tehran colt Tait- 
tinger was third, and H. M. Warner’s 
Grounded was among the unplaced. The 
winner, bred by Phil Bull, had won 4 of 
his 5 previous races and finished second 
in the other. 

Thus the best 2-year-old colts running 
in England appear to be Eudaemon. by 
the French-bred Pardal. brother to 
*Ardan; the American-bred Red Gold. by 
*Nasrullah; and the Irish-bred Skindles 
Hotel. 

This was the first Gimerack Stakes won 
by a lady owner, and there is now a great 
problem with an old _ tradition. The 
Ancient and Honorable Order of Gim- 
cracks had never faced the question of 
inviting a woman to address its annual 
meeting on the state of racing. 

The best 2-year-old filly in England is 
Major L. B. Holliday’s unbeaten Pharsalia 
(Panorama—Verdura, by Court Martial). 
which easily added the 5-furlong Lowther 
Sweepstakes to her previous victories in 
the Newmarket, Queen Mary. and Mole- 
comb Stakes. 

C. R. Harper’s 2-year-old Ennis (Golden 
Cloud—First House, by Link Boy) made 
all the running in the all-age, 5-furlong 
Nunthorpe Sweepstakes and won by a 
short head from the 3-year-old Stewards’ 
Cup winner Matador (Golden Cloud— 
Spanish Gallantry, by Mazarin). The 
3-year-olds Edmundo and Palariva were 
third and fourth in the field of 5. 


The Fifteen Hundred 


The best Irish 2-year-olds were tested 
in the 5-furlong Phoenix Stakes at Phoenix 
Park August 11. The winner was a filly 
which had won her only previous start on 
March 3, Lady Margaret van Cutsen’s 
Refined (Abadan—Dolly’s Brae. by 
Dubonnet), which at the end had a 4- 
length margin over another filly, Gorm 
Abu (*My Babu—Cnoc Gorm, by Blue 
Peter). Two and a half lengths farther 
back in third place was the colt Chevastrid 
(Prince Chevalier—Panastrid, by Pano- 
rama). The winner was trained, as usual. 
by P. J. Prendergast. Jean RomManer 
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California Notes 
Det Mar. Col. F. W. Koester. who has 


inspected the Del Mar yearlings each year 
for the California Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association. said he believed the *Windy 
City II colt consigned by Dr. B. J. Erring- 
ton was the best-looking yearling he had 
seen in California. Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad made a similar remark while 
the colt was in the ring. Mrs. Petite 
Luellwitz, the only buyer active at both 
Keeneland and Del Mar, bought him for 
$16.000. 


The colt which many observers picked 
to top the sales—a chestnut by *Khaled 
out of the stakes winner Medid—had to be 
withdrawn because he injured his right 
knee. He was consigned by Laguna Seca 


Ranch and Old Westport Place. 


Trainers appeared Guite pleased with 
the condition of the yearlings. There was 
less “sales fat” evident than at Keeneland. 
but the horses were not thin. Yearlings 
from Laguna Seca Ranch and Old West- 
port Place had been ponied for several 
weeks.

Mrs. L. C. Fenton’s Nooran was the first pace- 
maker, and her speed held for about 6 furlongs. 
Queen Hopeful, which had run patiently behind 
the *Noor fiily from the start, was first into the 
straightaway. There she was tested by Amoret, 
whose run had begun on the far turn. Amoret 
put herself in front in mid-stretch, but Willie Har- 
tack had to work hard in order to hold off Lady 
Swords, which missed first money by a neck. 

Amoret, a sister of Mark-Ye-Well, was foaled 
at Calumet Farm, Lexington, on February 15, 1952. 
In November of the next year she was fired in 
the ankles, and in the spring of 1954 she was 
sent to Keeneland to await the stable’s arrival from 
California. After Calumet decided to spend the 
summer in the West, Amoret was returned to the 
farm and kept there until August, when she was 
shipped to Del Mar. She was not given her first 
race until October 28 at Tanforan, where she ran 
third to Sinful. She then was sent to Santa Anita 
Park, where on December 28 she broke her maiden 
in a 7-furlong dash. 

It was not until this season that Amoret was 
put against stakes-class competition regularly. In 
13 previous starts this year, against some of the 
best fillies and mares in the East and Middle West, 
she had won one allowance race and had_ been 
second in the Arlington Matron Handicap and 
third in the Modesty Handicap. 

Mar-Kell, a daughter of Nellie Flag. top-class 
daughter of the Preakness winner Nellie Morse, 
has a yearling brother to Amoret, and she is 
barren this year to Tom Fool. Her 1956 colt by

The size and the quality of fields attracted by

Find and Portersville set the pace for 7 furlongs, 
after which the latter dropped back, and Dedicate 
and Paper Tiger moved up to challenge. Dedicate 
took the lead just inside the last quarter, but he 
was unable to hold off the bottom-weighted Paper 
Tiger, which caught him at the sixteenth-pole 
and won by a head, the 2 leaders finishing 7 
lengths ahead of Find. 

Foaled March 31, 1951, at Dr. Charles E, Hag- 
yard’s farm, Lexington, Paper Tiger, like his sire, 
developed slowly.

Most of the advantage in the Alabama Stakes 
seemed to lie with Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s Levee, 
winner of the Coaching Club American Oaks and, 
in track-record time, the Monmouth Oaks. None 
of the fillies in the Alabama had finished ahead of 
her this year. 

The players made Levee an odds-on favorite, and 
their second choice was Nasrina, which last year 


won the Gardenia and Frizette Stakes but this year 
hadn't been closer than fourth in previous 
races. Tournure, which hadn’t won in 13 previous 
races this year, nearly always in stakes company, 
was fifth choice at a little better than 13-1. 

Dotted Line, third to Levee in the Monmouth 
Oaks, was sent out on the pace, a tactic which she 
seldom before had attempted, and for the first 
6 furlongs Medal Play and Nasrina were her 
closest. pursuers. The pace was moderate, the 6 
furlongs being done in 1:14. Levee, which had been 
carried very wide on the first turn and had run 
down the backstretch in sixth place, 4 to 5 lengths 
behind the leader, made her move on the turn and 
was at Dotted Line’s throat as they headed into 
the stretch. Tournure, which had made her move 
behind Levee, swung outside of the leaders in the 
straightaway. Levee fell back and Tournure engaged 
Dotted Line in a head-and-head struggle which was 
resolved only in the last stride. 

Tournure, foaled at Mrs. John M. Branham’s 
Foxland Hall Farm, Gallatin, Tenn., last year won 
4 races, including the James H. Connors Memorial 
Stakes, and placed in 9 other events, among them 
a third in the Margate Stakes. At year’s end she 
was given 105 pounds in the Experimental Handi- 
cap. She is the first stakes winner this year for 
Condiment, which stands at Foxland Hall. Her 
dam, bred by Mrs. Branham, is a daughter of the 
steeplechaser *Tourist II. 

The Alabama Stakes, almost since its first 
running in 1872, has been one of the most coveted 
stakes open to 3-year-old fillies, but in recent 
years it has proved most elusive to those which 
seemed to have the best chance to win it. Twilight 
Tear, Be Faithful, Bridal Flower, Next Move. and 
Grecian Queen ran second, and last year the 
favored Misty Morn was third, as was Levee this 
year.

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Breeding in Venezuela 


A Tropical Handicap 


Dr. Dewey G. Steele, professor of gene- 
tics at the University of Kentucky, in July 
returned from a 6-month survey of horse 
breeding in Venezuela. His study was 
sponsored by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and the Consejo de Bienstar Rural 
(Society for the Well Being of Agricul- 
ture). On Saturday, September 1, Dr. 
Steele summarized some of his observa- 
tions at a meeting in Lexington of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. His 
illustrated report was prepared for THE 
Bioop-Horse. 


The “Sport of Kings” is very popular 
in Venezuela. At Caracas the Hipodromo 
Nacional operates throughout the year 
with races on Saturdays. Sundays, and 
holidays. 

Racing is closely identified with the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and it is a gala 
occasion when El Presidente attends. At 
least 2 famous presidents, Blanco and 
Gomez, expressed their interest in tangible 
ways, and a son of the latter is an impor- 
tant breeder there today. 


The quality of racing in Venezuela is 
pretty well known, largely through the 
performances of El Chama, Viviani, FE) 
Griego, Prendase, and Integro. Henrique 
Lander holds the oldest colors. granted to 
his father about 50 years ago. Another 
name prominently associated with racing 
and breeding is Azpura, father and son. 
Incidentally, Senor Lander and the young- 
er Azpura are licensed trainers as well 
as owners and breeders. 

A site for a magnificent racing plant 
has been acquired. Publicity has appear- 
ed from time to time, but so far little 
work has been done. When _ building 
operations are initiated they undoubtedly 
will proceed with characteristic vigor. The 
new plant will make for even greater 
international importance of racing in 
Venezuela. 


Problems of Pasture 


The breeding industry has developed 
largely within the last 10 years, with its 
largest expansion in the last 5 years. 
There are about 50 breeding establish- 
ments, some of which have been developed 
admirably. There are distinctive produc- 
tion problems in the tropics, but breeders 
have accepted the challenge in a realistic 
manner and have made large investments 
with strong confidence in the future. The 
farms are rather widely scattered in the 
northern fringe of the country, and no 
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one region has demonstrated its superiority 
over others. 

Since “all flesh is grass.” it is appropri- 
ate to comment upon the grasses available 
for horses. Most of the tropical grasses 
are coarse and fibrous, the kind that 
Thoroughbreds are ill-equipped to utilize. 
Low-growing grasses of the temperate 
zones, such as bluegrass and rye, do not 
survive well except. at high altitudes, and 
then only when the soil has been treated 
appropriately. A similar situation exists 
with reference to clovers. Pasture man- 
agement is in its infancy, with only a few 
farms doing much about animal rotation, 
rest periods, and clipping of weeds and 
excess growth. Pastures have not been 


favored to any appreciable extent with 
periodic fertilization, but the development 
of a new fertilizer industry may soon 
change the situation. 

The majority of the farms are located

in the mountains or in the narrow valleys 

between them. One farm (El Placer) 

covers the crest of a mountain near Cara-s 
cas. Its fields are fairly level, and at an 

altitude of 6,000 feet temperate zone grass- 
es and clovers can be grown. Good drain- 
age makes it possible to use dirt floors 
in the barns, but El Placer was the only 
farm where this was observed. 

Near the City of Los Teques are several 
farms, all located on mountainous terrain. 
Fields are small, resembling exercise pad- 
docks. It is necessary to supplement 


natural pasture with cut grass hauled in 
from other fields. 

It is common practice to feed cut grass 
on the ground or on the floor of. stalls, 
This practice. combined with a large 
animal population on small fields, is not 
without its parasite hazards. Mares and 
foals and young stock are restricted to 
the best pastures in order to reduce the 
chances of so-called “mountain foot.” a 
mal-alignment of the components of the 
lower legs. 

Several farms are located in the broad 
and flat valleys around Maracay. At 
lower elevation, the climate is more 
oppressive. Farms in other areas combine 
in some manner the topographical and 
climatic factors already mentioned. 


Heat Up, Pep Down 


Tropical sun at 10 degrees north is hot. 
But whether Thoroughbreds suffer is 
debatable. Senor Lander maintains that 
they exhibit no observable discomfort. and 
he observes that they make little or no 
use of natural shade. The writer, who 
rode horseback in company with Senor 
Lander over the extensive pastures at La 
Rinconada, saw this for himself. Thor- 
oughbreds grazed in contentment, whereas 
cattle sought out shade. One thing is cer- 
tain of Thoroughbreds in the tropics, and 
that is a reduction of pep. The high 
temperatures day after day, with no 
“October” mornings, hold their heels to 
the ground. 

It is common practice to stable horses 
of all ages from about 10 a. m. to 2 p. m. 
each day and through the nights. On one 
cattle ranch where Thoroughbreds also 
are produced, horses are stabled during 
the day and turned out at night. The 
relative prevalence of mosquitos and blood- 
sucking bats is an important considera- 
tion in some of the differences in routine 
management practices. Irrespective of the 
differences cited. young stock being 
readied for sale is “protected” in about 
the same way as in the States. 


Breeding Stock 


Individual breeding establishments fune- 
tion as entities, with very little trading 
of stallion services or other co-operative 
exchanges. There also is very little board- 
ing of mares. Many of the farm managers 
and other personnel have had little or no 
previous experience with Thoroughbreds. 
On some establishments Thoroughbred 
operations are not sharply set off from 
other farming operations. Skills related to 
foot care and the know-how relative to 
reproductive physiology are less well 
developed than they are in the U. §& 
Isolated operations and good prices fof 
young stock have not favored a high degree 
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of selective breeding, but increasing com 7 


petition may be expected to alter this 
situation.

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The open-air construction of this 60- 
stall broodmare and yeariing barn is 
typical of Venezuelan Thoroughbred 
farms. The roof is from a Quonset 
hut. The apron is concrete, the passage 
through the barn is dirt. There is a 
double row of stalls each side of barn. 


The side view of the barn above shows 
how the concrete apron extends into 
the stalls. Partitions between the 
stalls are more than head high. 
Note the extensive use of concrete, 
a custom dictated chiefly by the pro- 
hibitive expenses of wood. “Even feed 
boxes may be cof molded concrete,” 
Dr. Steele explained. 


This fence, on the farm of Nicholas 
De Las Casas, is made of 3 strands 
of wire, supported by iron posts. Split 
bamboo strips cover the wire and posts. 
The cross bar, resting near the open- 
ing, serves as gate to broodmare field. 
It was Dr. Steele’s belief that the 
tropical climate watered down the ani- 
mal’s pep, made him easier handling. 
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The Venezuelans call this “mountain 
foot.’ Many horsemen blame this 
condition on the terrain; others say it 
maybe is an inherited fault. Although 
a few cases were found on the better 
farms, the condition is not general. 


principally from Argentina, Peru, Chile. 
England. Ireland. France, and the United 
States. Hyperion blood is particularly 
popular. 

Some stallions are government-owned 
and assigned to individual farms on a 
contractual basis. On some farms the 
ratio of stallions: to available mares is 
decidedly greater than in Kentucky. There 
is very little use of stallions to outside 
mares. and the best stallions are not used 
as effectively as they are here. Some 
farms exercise their stallions in special 
rings, some of which are very well con- 
structed. Broodmares are maintained 
about the same as here. Pedigree vs. 
turf performance as the criterion of selec- 
tion of breeding stock is argued in 
Venezuela. the same as elsewhere. 


‘ Yearlings 


An event of great competitive interest 
is the Concurso de Modelos, in which 
fitted yearlings are exhibited. Physical 
measurements are made, and judges score 
each animal on conformation and other 
characteristics. Prizes in the Concurso 
add to the prestige of a breeding establish- 
ment. 

The Concurso de Modelos is held at the 
Hipodromo Nacional. Formal presenta- 
tion of the yearlings and the awarding of 
prizes provide the basis of a_ pleasant 
tropical evening. 

Young stock is auctioned periodically 
at the same location. Venezuelan horse- 
men know how to fit and show, but it is 
fair to state that they do not take care 
of feet as skilfully as our horsemen. At 
one auction I attended, yearlings averaged 
about the equivalent of $10.000, with far 
less spread than occurs in our auction.

resemble growth rings on a tree. Dr. 
Steele ascribed the condition to “succes- 
sive periods of favorable and unfavor- 
able nutrition, such as caused by ex- 
tremely dry, then very wet seasons.” 


The tempo was decidedly slower, being 
more like that of a real estate auction. 
Buildings and Equipment 
Buildings in the tropics must be design- 
ed to provide protection from the elements 
and a maximum of air movement without 
drafts. Great ingenuity may be observed. 
There is much “open” construction. 
Equally striking is the widespread use of 
cement blocks, hollow tile. and structural 


steel. Wood is expensive, and is used 
principally for doors and certain structural 
elements. Even feed boxes may be of 
molded concrete. Most of the stall floors 
are made of concrete. 

The case against dirt floors seems to be 
based upon the following arguments: (1) 
they absorb urine and smell badly. and 
(2) they get soft and messy in the rainy 
season. The bedding over concrete must 
be sufficiently thick to protect feet and 
legs. and mountain hay is used most 
commonly for this purpose. Wood shay. 
ings and rice hulls also are used. Straw 
is not available. except at prohibitive 
prices, 

Some excellent examples of training 
rings. exercise rings for stallions, teasing 
stalls, watering troughs, and fences were 
observed. Fences, for the most part. are 
much lighter than would be considered 
adequate here. Very few plank fences 
are used because of their excessive cost. 
It is easy to understand why lighter 
fences can be used, and also why such 
things as brick posts supporting 
perticos at barns are in evidence. Tropical 
climate is the answer; it reduces activity 
and makes animals more easily handled. 

Venezuelan horsemen are gentlemen: 
they have made large investments, and they 
have accepted the challenge of the tropics 
with sporting courage. Their appetites 
for big stakes have been whetted by the 
successes of E] Chama and Prendase. They 
are no isolationists. Venezuela’s hat is in 
the ring.
